| Island, Mississippi, lowa, Maine, Massachusetts,

lution, and now New Jersey and Kentucky follow 
| suit, making a total of 16 states for the amendment.

The sucess of this peacetime tax limitation meas- 
ure will depend largely on the determination of the 
people in wartime to meet war costs out of taxes.on 
war profits, and to demand drastic economy in “po- 
litical” spending, in order to hold down the nation's 
interest-bearing bonded indebtedness. 


WHAT WILL THE END BE? 


Writing in the Saturday Evening Post of April 
15, Ed Will, the operator of a small farm near Odessa, 
New York shows how the grip of bureaucracy is 
tightening on the farmer. 

A subsidy which independent farmers do not 
want, is forced on them to offset the cost of feed 
which the price of milk is not allowed to cover. It 
has grown from pin money to one-fifth of the dairy- 
man’s income, thus making him dependent on political 
handouts. 

The inevitable eonclusion to be drawn from Мг. 
Will’s article is that the farm subsidy is a political 
expedient to hold the price of food below its produc- 
tion cost, at the expense of the taxpayer, at a time 

La When the consumer is best able to pay the true cost 
of food. 

As the subsidy program increases its hold on the 
farmer, he becomes less and less a free man, and gov- 
ernment in its position of overlord toward him. This 
is indeed a ^new order" for the United States. 


DUBIOUS HONOR 


Union leaders are vying for the "honor" of be- 
ing the first to break the government's wage and 
price stabilization program wide open and start an- 
other inflationary spiral They have compiled sta- 
tistics professing to show why the “soldiers of pro-| 
duction” must have more money. They call strikes 
at the drop of a hat. Disrupting war production is 
their club. They get what they want, or else. The 

vernment's stabilization laws are currently the sub- 
ject of their wrath and every attempt will be made 
to smash those laws. 

Millions of Americans watch these union abuses 
in helpless fury. Those in the armed forces do not 
expect wage increases every time the going gets 
harder. They are at war and know it. Many more 
in civilian life do not expect providence or a labor 
union to hand them more money to make up for rising 
taxes and bond purchases and high prices. 

Labor leaders should consider well and long be- 
fore they decide to smash by force the laws designed | 
to protect the nation from runaway inflation. If the 
nions pit themselves against the government as ruth- 
lessly as they have against industries, public opinion 
may destroy the unions.
